SELECTMENS REPORT 


Nineteen eighty one was a difficult year for town government as it 
was for the nation as a whole. Inflationary pressures raised costs for all 
departments. In particular the costs for insurance and of borrowing 
against future tax income rose dramatically. Interest rates on tax 
anticipation notes climbed to over 11% last year. In spite of this rise, 
lending institutions were not eager to supply the needed operating 
capital. In order to reduce the costs of borrowing and to lessen the 
impact of rising taxes the board favors the implementation of semi- 
annual property tax billing. 


The Selectmen and Tax Collector cooperated with a new service 
firm this past year. The most visable result to tax payers was the 
computer printed tax bill. This bill provides each recipient with all 
pertinant property descriptions and tax calculations. The board 
thanks Mr. Cragin for his input and for his outstanding effort in 
distributing the bills in record time. Copies of the complete tax lists are 
available for public review at the town offices and at the office of the 
Town Clerk. 


The proposed budget for 1982 includes some additions to the 
General Government portion. the salary appropriation for town 
officers is raised 4% from $5,000 to $5200. Expenses for town officers, 
which includes services, forms, supplies, postage and dues is raised 
10% from $5000 to $5500. Expenses for governmental buildings was 
increased $750 to $1750. This includes an estimated $550 for paint for 
the Lempster meeting house. The board has also budgeted $200 for 
legal expenses and $500 as a contingency fund. We hope that neither 
account will be used. 


Other budget requests from departments include a 14.5% increase 
for the highway department, reflecting a change in charging wages as 
well as increased operating costs and a projected wage increase in 
July. The police budget is up 33.3%, reflecting in part, a request for 
educational expense reimbursement and a radio pager. The fire 
department budget request is up 52.3% to $9,900. This does not 
include the cost of the fire truck purchased last year - $5,437 is being 
appropriated separately for the second of five serial payments. The 
board commends those departments who held their budget requests 
to 1981 levels. 


In addition to twice a month regular meetings, numerous work 
sessions and field reviews of properties the board attended one tax 
hearing in Concord (settled in favor of the Town). Your chairman also 
attended a four session course in assessment at Lebanon and a one

night seminar in Newport. The board meets at 7:00 P.M. on the first and 
third Wednesdays of each month at the Town offices at East Lempster. 
We encourage your visits and participation.

1981 was a busy year for the Planning Board. We received the 
following Subdivisions: 

Minor Subdivisions (2 lots only); Ernest Johnson, Rte. 10; Edward 
McCullough, Keyes Hollow; Keith Fulton, Rte. 10; Victor Flanders, Rte. 
10; Charles Locke, 2nd N.H. Turnpike; Major Subdivisions (3 or more 
lots) Barney Wade, Keyes Hollow. 


We also received two annexations (aportion conveyed by one owner 
to an adjoining owner): Waren Heiser to Robert LaWare and Edward 
McCullough to Terry McCullough, Lempster St. 


Gilbert Bailey and Raymond Michaud proposed to subdivide the 
Pitman Farm on Highland Rd., and were advised to submit a new 
proposal when they changed engineering agents after several months. 
Meanwhile, the Legislature changed the laws governing procedures 
with subdivision in October, and the Board awaits another proposal 
under the new law. We are also in the process of revising our 
subdivision regulations to conform to the new laws. 


Our regular meetings are the second monday of the month and the 
public is welcome to attend. In December in conjunction with the 
Selectmen the Board requested the County Commissioners and 
County Delegation to retain the services and position of the County 
Engineer who has been of very great technical help to the town. Henry 
Frank was chosen as alternate to replace Jack Heath. Jack was 
appointed to fill the vacancy when Shawn Donovan resigned from the 
Board.

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NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


In 1981 there were some shifts in Home Health Care Service 
provided to area towns by the Newport Area Home Health Agency. 
These shifts were caused by changes in staffing, government policies 
and individual town utilization and need of service. 


Skilled Nursing home visits, the Agency’s core service remained 
stable as did physical therapy visits and service to mothers and 
children in the Agency’s Well Child Program. There was a decrease in 
occupational therapy and office visits and an increase in Home Health 
Aide service. 


The Agency’s clinics remained well attended - an Adult Screening 
Clinic for Blood Pressure, Diabetes and Enemia held in Grantham was 
highly successful. The Agency will hold such a clinic in other small 
towns that desire this service. 


Newport Area Home Health Agency participated in the Dartmouth 
Medical School program that orients prospective doctors to com- 
munity medicine. Newport Area Home Health Agency staff worked 
with the professional staff of the Counseling Center of Sullivan County 
to gain mental health counseling skills. These activities as well as staff 
attendance at educational workshops added knowledge and skills to | 
help area citizens with health problems. 


The Agency continued its Child Abuse and Neglect Program with 
funding from the United Way. Newport Area Home Health Agency 
appreciates the support of the towns and will continue to provide high 
quality service to all those who need home health care.

SUMMARY 
NH/VT SOLID WASTE PROJECT 


The NH/VT Solid Waste Project has concentrated on three major 
tasks since March 1981 town meetings. First and foremost has been 
the drafting of the Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District 
Agreement. Following votes last year, the moderator in each town 
appointed three representatives to the Sullivan County Regional 
Refuse Disposal Planning Board. This Board, authorized by RSA 
Chapter 53-B worked through the summer and fall on the wording of 
the Agreement. The voters in each town will be asked to vote by printed 
ballot on accepting the Agreement at town meeting. The City Council 
in Claremont must also act on the question of accepting the Agree- 
ment. Each town in which a majority of the voters vote in favor of the 
Agreement becomes a member of the District. The District then has 
one year to complete plans for a regional disposal facility. At March 
1983 town meetings any town may vote to withdraw from the District 
with no restrictions. If enough towns remain in the District, then the 
District will begin financing and construction of a solid waste disposal 
facility. 


Voters in Southern Windsor County, Vermont will also be voting on 
forming a similar district. Should the production of energy from the 
incineration of solid waste be selected as the alternative, the two 
districts can cooperatively develop the facility. An Interstate Solid 
Waste Compact has been adopted in both state legislatures and is now 
being acted upon by the United States Congress. 


A long-term contract for the sale of energy is the important first step 
in the development of an incinerator. Therefore, the second major task 
of the Project this past year has been negotiation for the sale of 
electricity with Central Vermont Public Service (CVPS). 
Representatives from CVPS have met with the Project's engineering 
consultant on anumber of occasions. CVPS has proposed purchasing 
electricity for 30 years at 15 cents per kilowatt. However, we are now 
negotiating to increase the proposed purchase price, based on CVPS 
projections of future electricity costs. Should the Project be 
successful, incineration to produce electricity could be competitive 
with landfilling. Negotiations should be completed by late Spring and 
a decision made at that time on electricity production or landfilling. 


Landfilling remains a potential option and is necessary for ash 
disposal even if an incinerator is constructed. Therefore, the third 
major task has been to locate suitable landfill sites. Wright-Pierce 
Engineers identified over 150 potential sites and have now narrowed 
those down to about 7 best sites. The towns must now select the best 
site for detailed hydrogeologic analysis. Two sites near the 
Newport/Claremont border appear most promising at this time. 
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Should the towns vote to adopt the Sullivan County Regional Refuse 
Disposal District Agreement, the District will become alegal entity and 
will join with the Vermont District to take the place of the existing 
NH/VT Solid Waste Planning Committee. Work will then concentrate 
during the next year on: (1) completion of negotiations with CVPS; (2) 
continued work on a regional landfill site; (3) a search for a private 
owner/operator for an incineration facility; and (4) preparation of 
necessary environmental impact statements and permit applications. 


United States Environmental Protection Agency funding will end in 
October 1982. However, local funds appropriated at last years town 
meetings should be sufficient to carry the project through to March 
1983. At March 1983 town meetings the final plan for that disposal 
system will be presented, together with the financing program, andthe 
towns will have a final chance to vote on staying in the District.

LEMPSTER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1981 was the busiest year that the Lempster Fire Dept. has on record. 
The first three months of the year saw Lempster Fire personnel 
responding to more alarms than the whole of the preceding year. 


The fire that probably sticks in most people’s minds is the loss 
suffered when the Hunter's home in East Lempster burnt Town 
Meeting night. While there had been an increase of fires in recent years 
because of wood stoves, uncared for chimneys, etc., there has also 
been a rash of major fires. 
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In June, fire once again struck at the Old Joy complex in Claremont. 
Lempster was called to respond to this near confligration. Our fire 
people, along with hundreds more, spent several hours trying to bring 
this inferno under control. | feel that the request for our aide marked a 
historical moment in our fire department's development. We had 
finally convinced the larger communities that we too, have become a 
capable and needed asset. 


In July Lempster had finished negotiations with the boards of Fire 
Directors in New York. We had come up with a truck which could meet 
our needs and fit into a budget we could afford. A 1968 C95F Model 
MACK, reconditioned fire truck was found in Garden City Park, New 
York. That truck is in our station and is without doubt the pride of the 
Lempster Volunteers. 


Claremont and Bellows Falls have been the unfortunate com- 
munities to have the large disasters. Firemen have tried to keep the 
damage toa minimum and rarely there is a life lost, certainly not that of 
a fire person. Fire fighters only lose their lives in New York or Boston. 
It’s the thing we watch on the 11:00 P.M. news. Occasionally, 
something goes wrong in our town to remind us that disaster can still 
strike. 


Dana Fuller and Terry Brown were not different from any other 
volunteer fireman in any town. The town went off and responded to 
help. It happens almost every hour in some area community. Every 
firehouse has its tales of collapsing roofs and crumbling floors. But all 
the stories are of the firemen that make it. Fuller and Brown are not 
here to tell their stories. Why these two men perished on Dec. 29 is not 
known for sure. Romantic visions of courage and heroism are the stuff 
from which novels are constructed, but the reality of courage and 
heroism to a firefighter is hard dirty work. There are rewards, but they 
are intangible. Each firefighter must seek them in his own way. 


| personally want to thank the firefighters of Lempster who have 
spent endless nights fighting fires. Hours and hours have gone into 
training, and even more hours have been given up to perform unseen 
work that makes our department function smoothly. My admiration 
goes to a small handfull of firefighters, who are proud to say they're 
from Lempster. These individuals have given up hours at home and. 
work to develope a fire department that you, the townspeople, can and 
should be proud of. A department that is no less professional then that 
of communities twenty times Lempster’s size.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


There were few individual problems relating to public health in 1981. 
The most serious concern for the Lempster Board of Health was the 
receipt of a letter from the State Department of Health. The letter, 
received in June, reported on an inspection made of the Lempster 
Dump and threatens action to close this facility by June of 1982. If 
carried through, this action will result in large, forced expenditures of 
funds for all taxpayers. Some of the points have been resolved. The 
fence has been repaired and a lockable gate installed. The board also 
decided to hire a special officer to be in attendance during open hours 
to direct dumping and assure compliance of ordinances. Response to 
the want ads has been disappointing. As the board continues to try and 
resolve this latest crisis we ask your cooperation in the orderly use of 
the dump. 


Lastly, while summer is some time away, we remind you of 
regulations prohibiting the use of soaps at the town beaches. Dogs 
also are not permitted on the sand or in the water of the public beaches 
at Long and Dodge Ponds. Your cooperation and that of your guests 
will make these public places healthier, safer and more enjoyable for 
all.

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LEMPSTER HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The society was founded in April, 1977, its purpose to collect and 
write the history of the town, and to preserve records, artifacts, and 
other material related to, the town’s past. 


We are slowly making progress toward those goals. The East 
Lempster Town Hall is opened on Old home Day, where old photo- 
graphs and records are on display. Some historical records are being 
preserved in special folders and boxes. Old cemeteries were visited 
and cleaned up, then grave stone names and dates were recorded. 


The big project for 1981 was the organizing and initiation of repair 
work to the Town (Grange) Hall. The Town had voted $7,000.00 for 
repairs to the Hall, hoping to receive Federal matching funds. 
Fortunately, we could not get the government money, so we went 
ahead on our own. By utilizing volunteer labor, $8,000.00 worth of 
repairs were made, using only $2,172.00 for materials. The repairs 
included work on over 300 window panes, which were replaced 
puttied, and frames painted as needed; painting of the South side; 
painting and relettering of signs; chimney repointing; foundation work 
and new sill on the North side; new roofing on South side roof; and 
some roofing on the shed out back. 


Much work was done in a three day period. September 5,6, & 7. Food, 
labor, and some materials were donated by over 50. townspeople, 
making it a rewarding Labor Day weekend. Other work was done 
before and after those dates. 


All residents of the town are encouraged to take part in future work 
days at the Hall. Much has been, and can be accomplished with 
volunteer labor and contributions. Please help, and be a part of this 
worthwhile project which sves our tax money. Future work days will be 
announced in advance. 


Society meetings are on the fourth Wednesday of January, April, 
July, and October, at 7:30 P.M. at the East Lempster Town Hall. New 
members are always welcome, dues are $2.00 per year.

REPORT OF HEAD TEACHER 
(1981) 
Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School 


January of 1981 began Goshen-Lempster’s first complete year of 
operation with the new school addition. Faculty and student members 
enthusiastically utilized the new space; the classrooms became less 
crowded and, therefore, more effective as a learning environment. The 
Activities Room now provides a place for school and community 
functions, and it is now possible for student groups to continue to play 
Organized team sports throughout the winter and during inclement 
weather. 


The year was quite active with many events and _ student 
experiences, curricular and extra-curricular. Some of these events 
were: 


January- Artist Jane Burnham began a print making 
project with sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
students as part of the Artists In The Schools 
(A.1.S.) program. This was a ten week project 
involved with collagraph and styrofoam relief 
printing. 

February - TheEighth Grade Class held a Valentine’s dance, 
the first dance held in the new activities room. 


March- Artist Gretchen Cochran, A.I.S., began a five 
week clay project with second and third grade 
students. The project consisted of clay sculpture 
and the construction of personalized clay masks. 


“Musher” Bill and Heidi Bartlett of Goshen 
presented a slide program of an Alaskan dog sled 
race. The entire student body assembled in the 
activities room to hear Musher Bill’s account of 
his grueling adventure in the 1100 mile Iditarod 
Dog Sled Race. 


April- During the Spring vacation, The Parent - 
Teachers Club (PTC) and friends installed 
outdoor play equipment on the playground. The 
pieces consist of a balance beam, parallel bars, 
and a monkey bar unit. The equipment was 
purchased by the PTC last year. 


May- Mrs. Rudenfelt’s Newport Junior High School 


choral group gave a concert for the school in the 
Activities Room.

Class spent an afternoon with our first grade 

students, involving them in a jump rope making 
project. 


Artist Gretchen Cochran, initiated a five week 
totem pole project with the first grade class. Two 
totem poles, one representing good spirits and 
the other representing bad spirits, were erected 
on the playground with the aid of Mr. Newton. 


Sixth and seventh grade students improved the 
school grounds as part of a science - con- 
servation program. The students spread wood 
chips, planted flowering crab trees, and planted 
such shrubs as Potentillas, Junipers, and Spread- 
ing Upright Yews. 


Graduation exercises were held in the Activities 
Room; the Reverend Lilian Warner of Lempster 
gave the Invocation and the Benediction, and 
School Board Member Doris Adler issued di- 
plomas. Thomas Lohman was the Valedictorian; 
Robin Johnson was the Salutatorian; Timothy 
McGinnis and Joyce Murray were co-Third 
Honors graduates. 


At the start of the new school year the following 
personnel changes occurred: Mrs. Linda Warner 
of Sunapee was added to the teaching faculty as 
she assumed her duties in a classroom of third 
and fourth grade students; School Nurse Laurel 
Johnson joined our staff and now spends T hurs- 
day and Friday mornings at the school; Mrs. 
Cheryll McGinnis replaced Mrs. Elizabeth Loh- 
man as the Library/Administrative Aide; Mrs. 
Rachel Tirrel succeeded Mrs. Linda Smith as 
School Lunch Coordinator. 


Mrs. Collier, Teacher Aide, Mrs. Bryce, and the 
Resource Room students traveled to Mount Kear- 
sarge for a mountain climbing experience. 


The School Board contracted services for the 
purpose of revitalizing our television reception so 
that educational television services could. be 
resumed in the classroom. 


The sixth, seventh and eighth grade students 
traveled to the Boston Museum of Science. Their 
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December - 


experience consisted of a planetarium viewing, a 
special biology program, and a tour of the ex- 
hibit halls. 


Mrs. Collier's Special Education Class conducted 
a field trip to the New London hospital. 


The seventh and eighth grade students initiated 
the project of a student film festival. The first film, 
a Walt Disney animatian, was shown on a Friday 
evening in the activities room with many mem- 
bers of the community in attendance. This was 
the first of six such films to be shown in the 
Current school year. 


Mrs. Cheryll McGinnis (Librarian) and Mrs. Jean- 
ette Struble (Art Teacher) teamed in sponsoring a 
student Book Mark Contest. The contest was 
judged by grade level at a display in the library. 
The winners were: Lester Caron (grade 8), Tyler 
Henderson (grade 7), Jon Ghidoni (grade 6), Kati 
Pavlik (grade 5), Keith Chadwick (grade 4), Kim 
DePoyster (grade 3), David Hamilton (grade 2), 
and Josh Janicke (grade 1). 

Mr. Joel Maiola, representing U.S. Congressman 
Judd Gregg, gave sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
students a slide presentation on the various 
activities of a congressman. The finale of the 
presentation was a telephone hook-up with Con- 
gressman Gregg in Washington, D.C. Students 
were allowed the opportunity to ask their Con- 
gressman questions. 

The Open House was a great success with a 
stupendous parent turnout. School Nurse Laurel 
Johnson exhibited student literature on growth 
through puberty and film on menstruation to be 
used with fourth through eighth grade students. 
The Eighth Grade Class provided refreshments. 


Karen Rexford, an International Four-H Youth 
Exchange (IFYE) representative, presented the 
entire student body a slide presentation of her 
experiences in Norway. She also displayed arti- 
facts of her host country to the students. 


The second Disney film, an animal adventure, of 


the student film festival was shown in the ac- 
tivities room on a Friday evening. 
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Last Spring the faculty submitted to the School Board a formalized 
language arts curriculum, a concerted effort ensuring continuity 
between the grade levels. This year’s goal is to provide a formalized 
mathematics curriculum. 


At least two-thirds of last year’s graduates made the freshman honor 
roll for the first quarter in their respective high schools. Of the twelve 
students that graduated three out of five attending Newport received 
honors, three out of three attending Sunapee received honors (one of 
those was the only freshman high honors), one out of two attending 
Claremont received honors, one student in Keene received honors, 
and for one student in Vermont there is no data. 


Many recent visitors to the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School 
have remarked on the changes at the school. It has been said that the 
school is now among the most attractive in the area. This outward 
appearance reflects an inner attitude of all those associated with the 
school, and, more importantly, the school now stands as a monument 
to community pride, a pride for its children.
